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WILLIAM BERNHARD BELLOIS 


William Bernhard Bellois was born in Wilmington, North Carolina on 
June 22, 1920, the son of Annie Lea Pless Bellois and the late George William 
Bellois. He attended public schools in Wilmington, graduating in 1937 from 
New Hanover High School. He attended Wake Forest University from 1939 to 
1940, after which he attended Atlanta Southern Dental College, which is at 
present Emory University, School of Dentistry, and graduated in 1944 with a 
D.D.S. Degree. 


He served in the U. S. Navy Dental Corps from 1944 to 1946 and again 
from 1952 to 1954, retiring from the U.S. Naval Reserve Dental Corps in 1963 
with the rank of Commander. He has been actively engaged in the practice of 
Dentistry for thirty-three years. 

He has served as Secretary-Treasurer of the Wilmington Dental Society 
for two years and president for two years. He has been on the Board of 
Directors of the Hanover Seaside Club for many years and served as President 
for five years. 

On September 6, 1944, he married the former А. Marguerite Smith of 
Hookstown, Pennsylvania. 

Bill and Marguerite are active members of St. Paul's Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Wilmington. 


In matters Masonic, he was Initiated March 22, 1954, Passed April 30, 
1954 and Raised May 25, 1954. Immediately after being Raised he was 
appointed as Steward of St. John's Lodge No. 1 in 1955, and after serving 
capably in each of the chairs, he served as Master in 1962. 


In the fall of 1954, he received the Degrees of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry from the Fourth through Thirty-Second 
Degree. In October 1963, he received the rank and decoration of Knight 
Commander of the Court of Honour, and was coroneted a Thirty-Third Degree 
Inspector General, Honorary in October 1971. He is an ardent Degree 
Worker, Director of the Council of Kadosh, Past Presiding Officer of all four 
Bodies of the Rite and a loyal supporter and promoter of the Rite. He is at 
present, Treasurer of the Bodies and is a member of the Sovereign Grand 
Inspector General's Advisory Conference. 


He received the York Rite Degrees in November, 1972 and became a 
member of the Ancient Arabic Order, Nobles of the Mystic Shrine in 1969. He 
became a member of St. John of Patmos Conclave No. 67, The Imperial, 
Ecclesiastical and Military Order of the Red Cross of Constantine in 1976. 

He was appointed as Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina in April, 1972 by M.°.W.°.Berl M. Kahn, Grand Master and he has 
progressed through the Grand Lodge line until his election as Grand Master 
on April 18, 1979.

Born August 13, 1901 in High Point, he was educated in the local schools 
and later graduated from embalming school. He worked with two local 
funeral homes before founding Koonce Funeral Home in 1931, a business he 
operated successfully until he sold it in 1965. During that time, he once served 
as President of North Carolina Funeral Directors Association. 

A member of the First United Methodist Church, Brother Koonce served 
as chairman of its Board of Stewards and as Superintendent of the Sunday 
School. His long and active career as a churchman included many years 
service as teacher in the Sunday School and as a member/delegate of various 
United Methodist Conference activities. 

Past Grand Master Koonce served many yearson the Board of Trustees of 
High Point College. 

Mayor of High Point during 1943-45, he had served on a number of civic 
committees concerned with local government.

He served as District Deputy Grand 
Master during 1953-56. Later he assisted in the formation of Hiram Lodge No.

Home, I submit to you the annual report of the President of the Corporation.

We are indebted to the Masons and Eastern Stars for another year of their 
wonderful support. Every North Carolina Mason and Eastern Star really 
needs to see the Home, visit with the Guests and become more involved. 


We admitted 33 new Guests in 1978, and gave 56,841 days of care. The 
average daily enrollment was 155.7, with the average yearly per capita cost of 
$6,033.92, making an average daily per capita cost of $16.53. This is an 
increase in average daily per capita cost of $1.16. Inflation is partly 
responsible for the increase but during the year it became necessary to staff 
the third floor of the Care Center. The full impact of increased staffing is 
reflected overall in the 1979 budget of $1,145,622.00. We now have 158 Guests 
in the Home and will be increasing this number soon. 


The Chapel has now been air conditioned and thanks go to our Guests and 
our many friends. The Guests really worked on this project and contributed 
greatly toward it. They are now working and contributing toward funds for a 
new Activity Bus. 


The Solarium on the second floor of the Care Center has been completed, 
furnished and is now in use. This is a beautiful room and has really helped 
with the activities and made it possible for more Guests in the Care Center to 
participate in the many activities going on at the Home. 


Our activities continue to grow and the interest shown is excellent. Once 
every quarter the Guests are invited to an outing at McDonald's. We have 
great response and the Guests thoroughly enjoy this outing. Also the Guests 
are still invited every year to Catawba for the Annual Ham Day. We have had 
to get a larger bus this year as so many are interested in going. We know this 
will be a great success and fun will be had by all. The Ceramic Programisstill 
going strong. The Guests make many items for sale at their Craft Show and 
also are continuously making other handmade articles for sale and many 
items are displayed at the Home at all times. This has created a lot of interest 
among our Guests and visitors. 


Among other activities enjoyed most by our Guests were the circus, Fall 
trip to the mountains and dinner served by the Lodge and Chapter at Mount 
Airy; bingo parties, films; musical groups, etc. 


The Sunday afternoon services in our Chapel continue to be of interest to 
all. Many Lodges and Chapters provide us with a religious service on Sunday 
afternoons. The Guests, as well as the staff, appreciate this service and all the 
extras the individual groups provide for us. 

А part of the first phase of our new project involving 16 apartment units 
for independent living is well underway and will be ready for occupancy inthe 
very near future. 


On November 4, 1978, our former Superintendent, Thomas A. Patterson, 
resigned. Shortly thereafter our President of Corporation, Jesse R. 
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Laughinghouse, resigned. We are happy to say that we have now secured the 
services of Thomas W. Cramer as Superintendent who will be with us early in 
April, 1979 and who is well qualified and highly recommended for this 
important position. I am happy to haveserved since December as President of 
the Corporation. 


We are continuing to improve our buildings and services rendered at the 
Home and consider it a privilege to serve in this capacity.

The following report of the Board of Directors of Oxford 
Orphanage, Incorporated, was presented and entered on the 
record: 

To The Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage submits its report to the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina, which includes a detailed report of the 
Superintendent and the departments of the Orphanage. 


The Board of Directors held its regular meetings throughout the year and 
harmoniously administered all the affairs of the Orphanage. The visiting 
committee has also made its report, and the auditors have reported on the 
financial phase of the institution and rendered detailed information of 
receipts, and the operation of various incomes and legacies received. 


The Orphanage's fiscal year is from September 30 to October 1, of each 
year. Any donation received after September 30 is credited to the lodges on the 
next year. During the fiscal year 1978 the Masonic Order donated $407,767.85 
to Oxford Orphanage and it is our hope that this will increase next year. The 
Orphanage needs your support more now than ever before. 


When we reopened John Nichols School in 1977 Masons throughout the 
state promised to support the school. This has not been done. The Board of 
Directors is asking each Mason in the state to contribute to Oxford 
Orphanage. This is your institution and in order to provide for our young 
people your support is greatly needed now. 


The Board authorized a retirement plan for employees of Oxford 
Orphanage and we feel this was necessary in order to maintain a high levelof 
qualified employees. | 

We completed the year with an enrollment of 77 girls and 95 boys. These 
children came from forty-five counties, of which only two percent are from 
Masonic parents. 


With understandable pride we approve the program of training our 
children. We view the children as they are taken in the arms of Masonic love 
and transformed into productive citizens, and highly praise the Oxford 
Orphanage staff for their exemplary services. We urge each Mason to visit 
your Orphanage and share with us its great beauty and spiritual joy. 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge continue its appropriations for the 
support of the Orphanage.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
OXFORD ORPHANAGE, INCORPORATED 
(Docket No. 10) 


The following report of Brother Robert Winston, 
Superintendent of Oxford Orphanage, Inc., was presented 
and entered on the record: 

To the Grand. Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina: 


The following is the 106th Annual Report of the Superintendent of Oxford 
Orphanage to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, being the report for the 
year ending September 30, 1978. 


There have been a lot of things taking place on your campus during the 
fiscal year 1978. John Nichols School reopened in September 1977 and we had 
our share of difficulties for the first few months but because of the support and 
efforts of the Masons in the state, we were able to overcome these problems. 
The Masons have not contributed to the school endowment fund as we had 
hoped but I am firmly convinced that the Masons will not disappoint us and 
will contribute the necessary money needed for the continued operation of 
John Nichols School. Brother John M. Owens was employed as Principal of 
John Nichols School in January, 1978 and has done an outstanding job at the 
school. Brother Owens taught Drivers Education to our students for the first 
time which was very successful. When school reopened for its second year on 
August 25, 1978, we were able to add five new courses. We are in the process of 
organizing a band program which we feel will bea big benefit and boost to our 
students' morale. 

During January and February we had three severe ice storms which did а 
lot of damage to the trees on campus; therefore, we spent $5,000.00 trimming 
the trees that were damaged. 

Once a quarter we are continuing fire drills in each cottage so in the event 
of a fire our students will be prepared to evacuate the cottages in a minimum 
of three minutes. Our goal is to meet and surpass all regulations connected 
with child caring so that we can continue to provide the care for our students 
that is needed. 


Our biggest problem is the same as that of any family and that is fighting 
inflation. Our light bill will average $6,500.00 a month and we are doing 
everything we can to conserve electricity and energy on campus. The budget 
for Oxford Orphanage during the fiscal year 1978 was $1,485,000.00. We were 
able to close out this fiscal year with 180 students at a cost of $5,200.00 per 
child to give them the care that they received during 1978. For any students 
who graduate from the Oxford Orphanage and want to continue their 
education through a memorial scholarship fund, the Orphanage will pay their 
tuition and aid and give them spending money. During the fiscal year 1978 
this amounted to $37,000.00 and we, as Masons in the state, can be proud of our 
young men and women who finish college, technical or business schools. 
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The Board of Directors voted in May to print for the first time an Oxford 
Orphanage newspaper. This paper which was mailed to all the Masons in the 
state was very successful and at this point we have received more than 
$2,000.00 in extra contributions as a result of this paper. The Board also voted 
to celebrate St. John's Day on our campus starting in June of 1979 which we 
feel will be а big success because the Masons in the state have expressed an 
interest that this is what they wanted. 


In July the Order of the Eastern Star sponsored 26 of our young girls to 
the Rainbow Camp in Boone for the first time which was very successful and 
was enjoyed by the students and hopefully this can become an annual event. 
The Eastern Star donated 25 Girl Scout uniforms which for the first time 
enabled us to start a Girl Scout program on campus which has been very 
successful and rewarding to our girls. Our Boy Scout program continues to 
make excellent progress; they won the National Honor Unit Award this year, 
scoring 90 per cent. They also won two first-place awards for the best campsite 
on their camping trips. 

Our dairy herd is becoming well known throughout the state and nation. 
In June we sold two calves in South Carolina for $1,500.00 each. For the first 
time in the history is Oxford Orphanage we sold a two-year-old heifer at the 
National Holstein Sale in Kentucky for $10,000.00. 


In August the 59th Masonic District, which consists of seven lodges, 
donated three 5-ton air conditioner units to be installed in the chapel by our 
maintenance department for a cost of $3,276.00. 


We have been very successful during the past fiscal year in getting more 
Masons interested in what is going on at their Home in Oxford. I am firmly 
convinced that the Masons in the state now realize what they have at Oxford 
and they are doing everything in their power to see that this continues in the 
future. Our goal in future years is to have every lodge in the State of North 
Carolina participating in some way to the Oxford Orphanage. 

On August 11, Rev. Brenda Kneece, who is a graduate of Southeastern 
Baptist Seminary, Wake Forest, N. C., was employed as our chaplain. I feel 
that this will be a big asset to our religious program. Our goal is to have the 
chapel the center of activities in years to come. With God's help and the 
support of the Masons, this goal will be met. | 

We are sincerely grateful to the members of the Board of Directors for the 
close fellowship, understanding and efficient administration of Oxford 
Orphanage and its entire personnel. 

I appreciate the cooperation, dedication and loyalty that the staff has 
given during the past year. 

We invite each Mason to visit the Orphanage and observe the pleasant 
environment. Our students will enjoy talking with you and taking you on а 
tour of our campus. When you contribute to the Orphanage, you become a part 
of the success of our institution.

REPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 
(Docket No. 11) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was read, 
received and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The question is frequently asked, "Why are some Grand Lodges 
designated 'Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons,’ others are ‘Free and 
Accepted Masons' and still others are designated by other titles?" 
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It is our understanding that it is a matter of choice of the respective Grand 
Lodges. South Carolina uses the title “A.F.M.” (Ancient Free Masons). The 
District of Columbia uses F. A. A. M. which really means “Free And Accepted 
Masons." Rhode Island lists their Grand Lodge as "The Most Honorable 
Society of Free and Accepted Masons for Rhode Island and Providence 
Plantations." 


It probably is not well known that our own North Carolina Grand Lodge 
has had several titles during its existence. For about eight years following the 
organization of our Grand Lodge in 1787 we were known as "The Grand Lodge 
of Ancient York Masons of North Carolina." About 1796, when we started 
chartering lodges in Tennessee, the title was changed to "The Grand Lodge of 
Ancient York Masons of North Carolina and Tennessee." When our Grand 
Lodge granted a Grand Lodge Charter to the State of Tennessee in 1818, we 
resumed the original title of "Ancient York Masons of North Carolina." 


This original designation remained in use until about 1857 when we 
adopted the title of "Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina." Ten years 
later the present title of "Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North 
Carolina" was adopted. 


Incidentally, the granting of а Grand Lodge charter to the State of 
Tennessee is said to be the only time in history that one American Grand 
Lodge has granted a Grand Lodge charter to another American Grand Lodge. 
The other Grand Lodges were organized like our own Grand Lodge by the 
banding together of three or more lodges and forming themselves into a 
Grand Lodge. 


The states in the United States using the "A. F. & A. M." (Ancient, Free 
and Accepted Masons) are: Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, 
Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Montana, Nebraska, New Mexico, North Carolina, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, South Dakota, Texas, Virginia, West Virgina, and Wyoming. Total 
24. 


Those using the title “F. & A. M." (Free and Accepted Masons) are: 
Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, California, Florida, Georgia, Indiana, 
‚ Kentucky, Louisiana, Michigan, Mississippi, Nevada, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Utah, Vermont, 
Washington and Wisconsin. Total 22. 


The lodges in Alaska are under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the 
State of Washington, and those in Hawaii are under the Grand Lodge of 
California.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLICATION 
THE NORTH CAROLINA MASON 
(Docket No. 13) 


The following report of the Board of Publication of The 
North Carolina Mason was received, entered on the record 
and the portion involving finances was referred to the 
Committee on Finance. The recommendation in the report 
authorizing the publication of The North Carolina Mason on a 
bi-monthly basis was adopted: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the year 1978-79, the Board of Publication of The North Carolina 
Mason met periodically to study and make recommendations for the 
continued progress of the publication. The major concern of the Board has 
been to determine how to continue to publish The North Carolina Mason in 
these days of spiraling inflation and to keep the cost as low as possible. 
Brothers Allen Colenda, Superintendent of the Oxford Orphanage Printing 
Department, and Reynold Davenport, Editor of The North Carolina Mason 
have met with the Board and assisted in every way possible. 


Since 1972 was the first budget year in which a full-time editor was 
employed, it may be interesting to compare figures in that year with the one 
now ending. The total budget in 1972 was $41,950 compared with $58,500 in 
"78—up 39.45 percent. 


Some encouragement can be drawn from the fact that all of the increase 
came from items the board could not control—production and mailing. 
Production and mailing cost $26,250 in '72, 62.57 percent of the total budget; 
the same items cost $45,542 іп ’78, 77.85 percent of the total. On the other hand, 
administrative costs (editor's salary, retirement, payroll taxes, insurance, 
photo costs, bookkeeping, etc.) dropped from a figure of $15,700 (37.43 percent 
of the total budget) in '72 to a figure of $12,958 (22.15 percent of the total) in 
"18. 

We know, of course, that the big boost in cutting administrative costs was 
the two-year-old move to share the editor’s cost with the Grand Secretary. But 
even if that move had not been made, and even supposing the editor’s salary 
(fully funded by the paper) had kept pace with inflation, the percentage of the 
total budget expended for administrative items would have dropped. 


The unreasonable increases in postage have almost destroyed us. In "72 
our mailing cost was $2,700, 6.44 percent of the total budget. In '78 it was 
$14,000, 23.93 percent of the total budget. In six years our mailing cost has 
increased 418 percent! 

You may wish to note some of the changes in format that have been made 
during the period July 1, 1971 through December 31, 1978 are as follows: 


1. When the editor was employed, the Board expressed considerable 
dissatisfaction because of the large amount of canned goods (reprints 
from other publications) the paper had been carrying, and he was 
directed to substantially reduce that volume. It has been virtually 
eliminated, and we have carried less than one reprint per year during the 
past seven and one-half years. 


2. During the same period there has been extensive coverage of Grand 
Lodge communications, annual and emergent. We have also covered some 
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seventy district meetings and have covered several other Masonically 
significant events. 


3. Over 14,000 identifiable rank-and-file members have been pictured in 
the paper during the period. 

4. Editorials now appear in the paper on a regular basis. These were not 
previously carried and the Board expressed its desire that we have them. 


9. During the seven and one-half years, we have instituted the policy of 
printing a list of Grand Lodge officers, with addresses, in each issue. 


6. The Fraternal Calendar is another new item. 


7. We have been carrying lists of deceased members and this appears to be 
the third or fourth most popular item in the paper. 


8. "From the Lodges" is about three and one-half years old and is 
apparently quite popular. It is taken from lodge publications and notes 
mailed to the editor or to the Grand Secretary. 


9. "Questions and Answers" continues to be our most popular item. 
10. "Getting Acquainted" likewise maintains its hold on second place. 


11. "Unscramble" is only four or five years old and many members have 
informed the editor that they and/or their wives look forward to tackling 
it each issue. 


12. "Jimrod" has been around quite a while and it seems to be well 
received. 


13. The apparent success of No. 11, where only words from our Masonic 
work are used, prompted the editor to try in this month's issue a Masonic 
crossword puzzle. Only time will tell if its continuation will be desirable. 


So long as we publish the paper, we need to take certain factors into 
consideration, so far as content is concerned. А certain percentage of our 
members will never read it—they would not read it no matter what its content. 
In many instances the paper will be read more by wives and other family 
members than by the Masons themselves. 


Relatively few members will read all of it. Relatively few of us read any 
paper in its entirety. Some are particularly interested in sports, others in the 
stock market, many read only the comics, and so on. Some members pick up 
The North Carolina Mason, turn to the obituaries and check each name listed, 
then lay the paper aside. Some members have told the editor that they always 
read the back page to see who has been interviewed at the Home and 
Orphanage—the implication, at least, being that this is all they read. Some 
look only at the pictures, to see if anyone they know is pictured. Many look at 
"From the Lodges" to see if there is an item carried about their lodge. And so 
on. 


Editor Reynold Davenport stated that if we ever limit our content to, for 
instance, nothing but Masonic philosophy, we would immediately find our 
way to more wastebaskets than is now the case. A substantial percentage of 
our members would enjoy a paper so limited, but ALL the others would 
despise it. The editor has attempted to carry enough variety in order that we 
have at least something for each potential reader. We hope the paper will 
always have variety. (The Chairman of the Board of Publication 
acknowledges and expresses appreciation to Brother Davenport for his 
assistance in the preparation of the above section of this report.) 


At its meeting on January 12, 1979, the Board went into a rather lengthy 
discussion on the increased cost of this publication as compared with the 
potential income of the Grand Lodge and the necessity for preparing a budget 
for the ensuing year that would reflect wise consideration of the inflationary 
spiral upon all items involved in the operating costs of the publication as well 
as of Grand Lodge needs. 


Much discussion followed and it was generally agreed that one very 
sensible approach to the problem might be made by reducing the number of 
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issues of the publication, and, at the same time, using the samesize paper as is 
now used. Accordingly, a motion was made and seconded to recommend to the 
Finance Committee and to The Grand Lodge that the number of issues of the 
publication be reduced to six (6), issued bi-monthly, and that it be the same 
size as the present issue. The motion was unanimously approved. 

It was suggested that the salary increase for the Editor be inline with the 
recommendation of the President when he asked that such increases be held to 
seven percent. This recommendation was approved by all members of the 
Board and the Chairman was asked to include this recommendation and the 
motion in the annual report. 

Brother Sam A. Hennis, Jr., as Chairman of the Finance Committee, was 
authorized to accept the revised figures in the budget reflecting the reduction 
to six issues of the publication together with the other figures in the budget 
that had already been discussed and approved, which would constitute the 
new budget which would be presented to the Committee on Finance.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
(Docket No. 14) 


The following report was received, entered on the record, 
and referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

The following proposed amendments to THE CODE were presented at 
Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge on April 18-19, 1978, to be acted 
upon at the Annual Communication in 1979, and a notice to this effect was sent 
to all lodges under date of October, 1978, and January, 1979. 

Amend Section 3-01 by adding a new subsection 7 to read as follows: 

1. The Area Education Coordinators of the several Masonic areas. 


Amend Section 3-01 by adding a new subsection 8 to read as follows: 
8. District Education Chairmen of the several Masonic Districts. 


Amend Regulation 25-05 to read as follows: 


REG. 25-05. At each annual communication of the Grand Lodge, the 
Grand Treasurer shall tender each Grand Officer, Past Grand Elective 
Officer, District Deputy Grand Master and each Distriet Deputy Grand 
Lecturer of the preceding Masonic year, and to each member of a board, 
commission or committee of the Grand Lodge, in attendance and serving as 
such, per diem and mileage incurred in attending that annual 
communication; provided, however, that any brother who may attend in more 
than one category shall receive payment for only one of them. [18-01(7); 33-13; 
Chapter 25]. 


- Amend Regulation 25-05 by adding new subdivisions 1, 2 and 3to read as 
ollows: 

Amend Regulation 25-05 by adding new subdivisions 1, 2 and 3 to read as 
follows: 

1. The amount of per diem and mileage shall be determined by the 
Committee on Finance and approved by the Board of General Purposes prior 
to each annual communication. 

2. the following limitations shall be followed: 

A. Grand Lodge Officers and Past Grand Masters shall be paid per diem 
for no more than three days. 
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B. Boards, Committees and Commissions that meet during the annual 
communication shall be paid per diem for no more than two days. 


C. Boards, Committees and Commissions that do not meet during the 
annual communication shall be paid per diem for no more than one day. 


D. District Deputy Grand Masters, District Deputy Grand Lecturers, 
District Education Chairmen and Area Education Co-ordinators shall be paid 
per diem for no more than one day. 

3. Those attending the annual communication of the Grand Lodge who 
may be entitled to payment of their expenses shall have their statements 
approved by the Grand Master of by his representative designated for that 
purpose before presenting them to the Grand Treasurer for payment.

Amend Regulation 30-03 to read as follows: 


REG. 30-03. Each subordinate lodge shall be entitled to the loan and use of 
not more than ten copies of the Official Standard of the Work which shall be 
received by and accounted for as follows, one copy only, to each: the Master, 
the Senior Warden, the Junior Warden, the Senior Deacon, the Junior Deacon, 
and each of the two Stewards; the remaining three copies to be temporarily 
loaned by the lodge to its members interested in learning the Work. 

1. А lodge shall pay to the Grand Secretary the sum of $15.00 for the 
replacement of any copy of the Official Standard of the Work in its care that is 
lost or destroyed. The Grand Secretary will replace without cost to the lodge 
any copy of the Official Standard of the Work in its care that has become too 
worn for use; provided, the worn copy must be returned to the Grand 
Secretary. 

2. Àny member in good standing of a subordinate lodge in this Grand 
Jurisdiction may purchase a copy of the Official Standard of the Work from 
the Grand Secretary upon payment of the sum of $15.00. Replacement of such 
copies, for whatever cause, shall be at the expense of the purchaser. 

3. А member who satisfactorily completes the examination for Certified 
Lecturer (Class A) shall be presented a copy of the Official Standard of the 
Work by the Board of Custodians. 


Amend Regulation 30-05 as follows: 
Mark the entire Regulation obsolete. 


Amend Regulation 30-06 to read as follows: 


REG. 30-06. The Board of Custodians shall have the authority, in its 
discretion and under such rules as said board may prescribe, to authorize the 
loan of one copy of the Official Standard of the Work to each of the following, 
during the time they are officially acting as such; the Grand Lodge line 
officers, the District Deputy Grand Masters, and the Certified Instructors. 


Amend Regulation 30-07(2) to read as follows: 


2. For any brother to fail or refuse to account for, or deliver и p, any copy of 
the Official Standard of the Work or the Vocabulary which may have been 
receipted for by him. 


Add a new subdivision (5) to REG. 30-07 to read as follows: 


9. For any member to keep in his possession more than one copy of the 
Official Standard of the Work. If he has purchased a copy he may not accept 
the loan of an additional copy to which he may otherwise be entitled.

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for his services as such member except as provided by law, nor shall he receive 
expenses as such member, and in addition thereto receive per diem and 
mileage in any other capacity for attendance at the Grand Lodge. [18-01(7);

Amend Regulation 49-03 by adding a new subdivision 21 to read as follows: 


2]. Authorize, sponsor, sanction, hold, conduct or permit to be held in the 
name of Masonry any meeting or gathering, for business, social, or any other 
purpose where alcoholic beverages are permitted, served and/or consumed. 


Amend Chapter 90 by adding Regulation 90-23 to read as follows: 


REG. 90-23. Memorial services may be conducted in lieu of a Masonic 
Burial for an eligible deceased brother ata funeral home, hall, church or other 
appropriate location upon request of the deceased or his survivors. All 
provisions applicable to Masonic Burials (90-01 through 90-22 inclusive) other 
than commitment of the body or ashes to the grave shall apply. The Masonic 
Memorial Services may consist of performance of Burial Service No. 1 or 2 
with funeral grand honors with such additions or deletions made necessary to 
adapt the service to the location. 


Amend Regulation 95-45 to read as follows: 


REG. 95-45. The design of the apron and jewel and emblem of a District 
Education Chairman shall be as follows:

THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 17) 


The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership in MSA was adopted, and the matter of finances 
was referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The sixtieth annual meeting of The Masonic Service Association of the 
United States met in the International Center of the Broadmoor Hotel of 
Colorado Springs, Colorado at two o'clock in the afternoon of Monday, 
February 19, 1979. The meeting was called to order by Most Worshipful 
Brother Herbert A. Ronin, PGM (Nebraska), Chairman of the Executive 
onm The customary items of the agenda were taken care of in proper 
order. 


A hearty welcome tothe group was extended by Most Worshipful Brother 
Carl Н. Powell, Grand Master of Colorado, following which the brethren 
present were treated to a premiere showing of the new MSA film entitled 
"Fraternally Yours." The report of the Executive Commission was presented 
by Brother Ronin, the Chairman of the Commission, in which he stated that 
there has been no change in the Association's membership in 1978, it 
continuing to inelude 43 Grand Lodges. Formal and cordial invitations have 
been extended to those Grand Lodges not now in membership to join the 
Association. 


Under Foreign Relief no call was made to the Association during 1978 
and the same thing was true of relief within the United States itself. Although 
no appeal was requested, the Association stands ready to cooperate and 
coordinate efforts to help Freemasons in distress. It takes only a letter, а 
telegram, or a phone call to put the Association to work on such a program of 
cooperative relief and brotherly love. Every cent forwarded to the Association 
for relief goes to The Grand Lodge making the appeal; notone cent is retained 
at headquarters for expenses. The Association is proud to be of service. 


All Short Talk Bulletins, surveys, reports, etc., are distributed as issued 
to Grand Masters, Deputy Grand Masters, Grand Secretaries, and to such 
District Deputy Grand Masters, heads of committees and present and past 
grand lodge officers as the Grand Masters in member Grand Jurisdictions 
have designated. 


Twelve issues of the "Short Talk Bulletin" were issued during the year, 
making a total of 672 now in print. These bulletins are sent regularly to every 
constituent lodge in all member Grand Lodges, in care of the officer 
designated by the Grand Lodge. А new film catalog has been issued and 
several films have been added to our stock of rental films through the 
generosity of The Southern Supreme Council of the Scottish Rite. “The 
Brotherhood of Man” film continues to be popular and very much in demand. 
A new, ten-minute, color film, “Fraternally Yours” depicting the services of 
The Masonic Service Association has been prepared. This film was shown to 
the representatives at the associational meeting and was very favorably 
received. 
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Hospitalization Visitation Program: Approximately 100 Field Agents 
and thousands of volunteers are the workers who are creating a benevolent 
image of "Masonry in action" in our Veterans Administration Hospitals. To 
them every Mason owes a debt of gratitude and pride for their advancement of 
the Masonic ideals of brotherly love and relief. 


This great program is financed by contributions from the member Grand 
Lodges, it depends entirely upon the Grand Lodges for its support. North 
Carolina has been participating inthe program for a great many years and yet 
it should be said that in the four hospital centers in North Carolina: Asheville, 
Durham, Fayetteville and Salisbury, the Masonic Service Association 
contributes in expenditures for the operation of these centers approximately 
twice as much as it receives from North Carolina. This is a great service that 
we cannot afford to neglect and one which should constantly receive all of the 
attention that the 70,000 Masons in North Carolina can give to it. 


North Carolina is especially proud of the fact that we do have a Field 
Agent operating in every Veterans Hospital in the State or we have a 
representative from the Association serving in that capacity and I want to 
acknowledge our indebtedness to them. In Durham, our hospital visitor is 
Brother Jack T. Dossett; in the Fayetteville area Brother Albert L. Crawley, 
Jr., also of Fayetteville, continues very active in this service. In addition to 
them we had available for a part of the year from the Veterans Hospital in 
Oteen, Brother Paul C. Sherwood who began his service with the MSA on 
August 1, 1958 and who died during the year on October 4, 1978, thus 
contributing a total of 20 years of service to this important hospital program. 
Also representing the visitation program in the Veterans Hospital in 
Salisbury, we have Brother Wiley G. Morgan of the city of Salisbury. It should 
be said that even though Brother Sherwood passed away, his widow continues 
very effectively the visitation program which he carried out so well. This 
center at Oteen is also receiving the attentions of quite a number of volunteers 
in the visitation program. These brethren are doing a wonderful job. They are 
carrying the brotherly love of Masonry from the lodges to the bedside of the 
invalid brother. They are the invalid brothers' only contact with the outside 
world, that is the outside Masonic world. Yes, they are the ones who extend a 
warm hand of brotherly love to those Masonic patients who are in such 
desperate need of it. 


All of these Field Agents make regular monthly reports to Headquarters 
in Silver Spring, Maryland. These reports list the number of hours 
contributed to this program by the Field Agents and the volunteers, together 
with the number of Masonic patients who were visited and re-visited. They 
detail the various services to which some time was contributed, their hours of 
service, and the number of volunteers assisting in the program at each station. 
Surely these brethren do a tremendous job in carrying out the story of 
Masonry to our Veterans Hospitals and we are eternally indebted to them. 


This program is under the direction of a talented and dedicated leader 
who serves as the Chief Field Agent of the Hospital Visitation Program of The 
Masonic Service Association, Illustrious Brother Daniel P. Knode, Jr. 


Your MSA representative therefore recommends the appropriation of 
the usual amount of our dues in the Association as approved by The Masonic 
Service Association and in addition to this, we would recommend the 
appropriation of $6,000.00 for the MSA Hospital Visitation Program and the

MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION

The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership was adopted, and the matter of finances referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The George Wasnington Masonic National Memorial Association met on 
the 249th birthday of George Washington in the International Center of the 
Broadmoor Hotel, Colorado Springs, Colorado at ten o'clock on the morning of 
Monday, February 19, 1979. President Raymond Ellis, Past Grand Master of 
New York and who has served for five years as President of the Memorial 
Association, presided and welcomed the brethren to their annual meeting. 
The invocation was given by The Grand Master of Missouri, following which 
President Ellis paid a memorial tribute to two of our outstanding brethren 
who passed away during the year, Brother Ralph Gauker who had served as 
our faithful organist for so many years and Most Worshipful Brother John H. 
Hessey, Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Maryland and who had 
served for three years as President of the Memorial Association. A hearty 
welcome to the brethren was given by the Grand Master of Colorado with an 
excellent response by the Grand Master of California. Committee 
appointments were then made and the President announced that a committee 
had been appointed for the placing of the wreath at the tomb of George 
Washington in Mount Vernon. Distinguished representatives and brethren 
from all over the world were introduced following which President Ellis in his 
report to the Association announced his retirement from his office as 
. President as of this day, stating that he had served five years in this position 
and he felt that the time had now come for him to relinquish the reins of this 
responsibility. He recited some of the highlights of his administration, the 
outstanding one of which was the visit of President and Brother Gerald Ford 
to the Associational meeting in Alexandria when the Ford Medallion was 
unveiled. He then expressed his deep appreciation for the honor which had 
been his of serving as President of the George Washington Memorial 
Association. 


President Ellis then reminded the brethren that time is now taking its toll 
on the physical properties of the Memoria] Building and that the Association 
may well expect to be confronted with extensive repairs. He made a stirring 
appeal for contributions reminding the brethren that our income from the 
Endowment Fund is about $170,000.00 against which we have operating 
expenses of about $230,000.00. This means we are short about $60,000.00 in 
cost of operations, but fortunately, this deficit is met each year by the annual 
contributions from the Grand Lodges. However, there are two deserving 
factors that will increase our expenditures and which we must take steps to 
meet and do so while we have time in our favor. These are No. 1, Inflation. 
Certainly there is no point in elaborating on this subject. No. 2, Major Capital 
Expenditures in the near future because of the age of the Memorial. This 
building is now more than fifty years old and the roof is beginning to leak in 
certain areas. The wiring and plumbing are old and will soon require 
extensive repairs or replacement. 


Recognizing these two problems over which we have no Бн EÎ we 
adopted a program three years ago, the purpose of which was to increase our 
Endow ment Fund toa point where there would be assurance that the building 
itself would be properly protected and our minimum annual cost of operation 
maintained. 
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This program consists of an effort to obtain $1,000.00 or more in 
contributions, in honor of our bicentennial, from individuals, Grand Lodges, 
auxiliary Bodies and friends of the Memorial in general. The names of all 
contributors are to be listed in perpetuity on bronze plaques on either side of 
the 17-foot statue of Washington in the main entrance. À second part of the 
Program was to secure $100.00 life memberships from individuals, lodges, 
etc. Each Grand Lodge was given a quota based on membership. 


Аз of the present date the results are rather disappointing. The need is 
great and continues to be even greater. 


The Executive Secretary of the Association, Brother Marvin Fowler, 
presented his report, citing attention to the number of visitors during the 
year, many of whom, interestingly enough, were neither Masons nor of 
Masonic families. 


The Memorial continues to be a very popular attraction therefore, and we 
must also continue to give it all of the attention that we can. The Memorial has 
a motion picture; our Grand Lodge itself owns а copy of this film which can be 
obtained by any of our lodges merely for the asking. Return postage will bethe 
only cost. 


The need, therefore, for additional funds for the operation of the 
Memorial and for the growth of its endowment continues to increase and The 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina feels that it is a continuing obligation on its 
part to continue its annual contribution to the Association of $1,000.00. Your 
representative, therefore, herewith makes this recommendation for a total 
allocation of $1,000.00.

F. Hawkins, of Jacksonville, was appointed to fill that position, which includes 
the responsibility of enlisting DEC's. 


Brother Tom F. Moore, Sr., AEC-8, resigned his position in November. 
This position was filled by Brother Jasper H. Bissette, PDEC-53. 


Sixty-one district education workshops were conducted this year. No 
report of a workshop has been received from districts 2, 22, 50, and 51. 
Districts 16 and 39 chose to have their workshops in early 1979, leaving 59 
districts having their workshop in October and November. А total of 2,245 
brethren attended the workshops, representing 343 lodges and averaging 6.5 
per lodge. Districts 1 and 34 had the greatest number in attendance: 79 and 74 
respectively. The average attendance was 35. 


An evaluation of the Grand Lodge Program on Masonic Education and 
Leadership Development was conducted in the fall of 1978. Some 3,000 
evaluation forms were distributed, primarily to those in attendance at the 
district workshops. Thirty-one districts, and various brethren returning their 
forms, totaled 862 forms returned. The form asked for evaluation of the 
content and use of the education material on a scale from 1 (poor) to 10 
(excellent). Content of the overall material was rated 67.596 at 8 or above. Use 
of the material in lodges and at district education workshops rated 61.496 at 8 
or above. Overall effectiveness of the program as now organized and 
implemented rated 6996 at 8 or above, as did effectiveness in the light of the 
cost of the program to the Grand Lodge. However, 730 of the 862, or 84.6%, 
replied “Yes” to “I would like to see the program continued as is." 


The Grand Lodge Committee will continue to study the revisions of the 
program suggested on the evaluation forms. Time was not available for 
thorough discussion of these suggestions at the three-hour annual meeting of 
the committee with the AEC's on February 17, 1979. The thirteen brethren 
heard excellent reports and discussion from the eight AEC's present. 
Decisions of note were the following: 


1. To continue for the tenth year the Grand Lodge Program of Masonic 
Education and Leadership Development as is, to promote it vigorously, and to 
enlist the best qualified brethren to serve as DEC's. 

2. The AEC will now be responsible for enlisting the DEC's in his area, to 
be completed by January 31 for the ensuing year. 

8. To have January 81 of each year as the “absolute” cut-off date for the 
— Lodge Committee to receive Grand Master Award forms from the 

EC's. 

4. That lodges should practice the policy of receiving the DEC with. 
private grand honors on his official visits to lodges in his district. 

5. DEC's should continue to clarify the apparent confusion of the Junior 
Stewards serving as chairman of the Orientation Committee in a lodge. The 
Education Manual reads as follows: “It is strongly suggested that the Junior 
Steward serve on the Orientation Committee, but NOT NECESSARILY as 
chairman of the committee.” The same is true of the Senior Steward and the 
Lodge Committee on Masonic Education. ;

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON MASONIC CEREMONIES AND 
MISCELLANEOUS PUBLICATIONS 
(Docket No. 32) 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
Ceremonies and Miscellaneous Publications was received and 
entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the 1978 Annual Communication of The Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina a proposed amendment was presented asking that Chapter 90 be 
amended by adding Regulation 90-23 which would make provision for the use 
of a Memorial Service which could be conducted at a funeral home, hall, 
church or other appropriate location upon request of the deceased or his 
survivors. This service would be in lieu of a Masonic burial service. 


The committee is of the opinion, however, that one suggestion as made in 
the proposed amendment needs a great deal of thought and should be deleted 
from the proposal. The proposed amendment, in part, states as follows: 


"The Masonic Memorial Services may consist of performances of 
burial service No. 1 or 2 with funeral Grand Honors with such 
additions or deletions made necessary to adapt the service to the 
location." 


Your Committee believes that including permission to make such "additions 
or deletions made necessary to adapt the service to the location," would make 
it well nigh impossible to secure any degree of uniformity among our lodges 
and that it would be far preferable to provide a complete Memorial Service 
with the recommendation that it be implemented as nearly as possible as 
suggested in the printed ceremony. It is hoped that the brethren will see the 
wisdom of uniformity in such a service and will approve deletion of the phrase 
as recommended. 

Your committee therefore recommends that it be charged with the 
responsibility of providing such a Memorial Service as recommended, to be 
used, when requested, in lieu of the Masonic graveside service and that it be 
such as could be presented in a funeral home, a hall, a church, or any other 
appropriate location. 


It is recommended also that this Memorial Service be included in a new 
revised edition of “The North Carolina Masonic Ceremonies." The present 
supply of "The North Carolina Ceremonies" is exhausted and it is further 
recommended that a new supply be printed, which will include, not only the 
Memorial Service, but certain revisions of the existing ceremonies where 
deemed advisable. It isstill further recommended that the committee proceed 
immediately with the implementation of these recommendations.

REPORT OF CODE COMMISSION 
(Docket No. 33) 


The following report of the Code Commission was received, 
entered on the record and referred to the Committee on 
Masonic Jurisprudence: Unanimous consent was given on 
four of the following proposed amendments so designated in 
order that Grand Lodge could act on them at this Annual 
Communication. 
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To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Proposals to amend THE CODE of 1948, as revised and amended in 1977 
have been received as follows: 


Amend Regulation 12-01(2) by adding subsection A to read as follows: 


REG. 12-01(2.A) No brother shall be eligible for appointment as a Grand 
Lodge Officer, except for the appointment of the Grand Tyler, who resides in 
thesamecity and/or county asa presently installed Grand Lodge Officer other 
than the Grand Treasurer and/or Grand Secretary. 


Amend Regulation 21-01 to read as follows: 


REG. 21-01. The annual communieation of the Grand Lodge for the 
transaction of business shall be convened in the City of Raleigh, North 
Carolina at ten o'clock in the morning of the third Tuesday in April of each 
year unlessotherwise ordered by a resolution adopted by a majority vote atthe 
preceding annual communication, or as provided in THE CODE. [16-03(24); 
22-01(1B0; 41-06(24B)]. (Effective upon its adoption). 

Note: Unanimous consent under the provisions of Section 11-01(2) was 
approved. 


Amend Regulation 32-08 to read as follows: 


REG. 32-08. A brother who has not faithfully performed his duties in the 
current term of his appointment as District Deputy Grand Master shall not be 
eligible to succeed himself; however, a brother who has served faithfully and 
performed his duties as District Deputy Grand Master shall be eligible to 
succeed himself for two additional successive terms and may serve such 
additional terms thereafter if approved by the Grand Master. 


Amend Regulation 33-13 to read as follows: 


REG. 33-13. The actual and necessary expenses of the several boards, 
commissions, and committees rendering service incurred by them in the 
performance of their duties, other than those expenses while in attendance at 
the annual communication of the Grand Lodge shall be paid by the Grand 
Lodge, but not unless they areapproved by the Grand Master. No member of a 
board, commission, or committee shall receive compensation for his services 
as such member except as provided by law nor shall he receive expenses as 
such member, and in addition thereto receive expenses in any other capacity 
for attendance at the Grand Lodge. [18-01(7); 20-05; 35-03; Chapter 25]. 


Amend Regulation 35-08(2B8) to read as follows: 


8. А brother who has not faithfully performed his duties in the current 
term of his appointment as District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall not be 
eligible to succeed himself: however, a brother who has served faithfully and 
performed his duties as District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall be eligible to 
succeed himself for two additional successive terms and may serve such 
additional terms thereafter as may be necessary and advisable, if approved by 
the Board of Custodians. 


Note: Unanimous consent under the provisions of Section 11-01 was 
approved. 
Amend Regulation 38-01(2C) to read as follows: 


REG. 38-01(2) C. Subsequent tothe election of officers ofthe Grand Lodge 
as provided in Chapter 13, and prior to the close of Grand Lodge, the 
Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence shall elect its Chairman from its 
membership. (This regulation amended, effective 4-18-1979). 


Note: Unanimous consent under the provisions of Section 11-01(2)of THE 
CODE was approved. 
Amend Regulation 38-02(2C) to read as follows: 


REG. 38-02(2) C. Subsequent tothe election of officers ofthe Grand Lodge 
as provided in Chapter 13, and prior to the close of Grand Lodge, the 
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Committee on Finance shall elect its Chairman from its membership. (This 
Regulation amended, effective 4-18-1979). 


Note: Unanimous consent under the provisions of Section 11-01(2) was 
approved. 


Amend Regulation 44-01, Subsection 3 by deleting this entire subsection and 
marking the same OBSOLETE: 


REG. 44-01(3) OBSOLETE. 


Amend Regulation 44-01, Subsection 4 by deleting this entire subsection and 
marking the same OBSOLETE: 


REG. 44-01(4) OBSOLETE. 


Amend Regulation 44-02(5) to read as follows: 


REG. 44-02. 5. Remittance for the fee for such dispensation in the sum of 
$100.00. [5-01(2); 24-01(2)]. 


Amend Regulation 45-04 to read as follows: 


REG. 45-04. The petitioners for a charter for a new lodge shall pay a fee of 
One Hundred Dollars before the Charter is issued. [5-01(3); 24-01(2)]. 


Amend Regulation 50-01 Article 21(1A) to read as follows: 


| КЕС. 50-01(1). A. Reading of the minutes of the last stated and all 
intervening communications, unless dispensed with by order of the lodge; 


rovided, however, there is no objection by any of its members present. [51- 
36(1); 70-01(1A); 91-01(1)]. 


Amend Regulation 51-36(1) to read as follows: 


REG. 51-86. 1. Reading minutes: reading minutes of the last stated 
communication to bring forward unfinished business and intervening 
communications as information to the members; provided the lodge has not 
ordered dispensing with the reading of the minutes without objection of any of 
its members present [51-01(1); 70-01(1A; 91-01(1)]. 


Amend Regulations 70-01(1A) to read as follows: 


REG. 70-01(1). А. The minutes of every communication, stated or emergent 
shall be read, corrected if necessary, and approved by the lodge before it is 
closed; and when so approved, they cannot be altered, expurgated, erased, 
obliterated, or defaced. Should it appear that an error had been made in the 
record, a resolution explaining, repealing, rescinding, or correcting the same 
may be made at a subsequent stated communication by a vote of the lodge 
which shall be entered as a transaction of the communication, and a marginal 
notation shall be made on the previous minutes. Any reading of the minutes at 
the next stated communication shall not be for approval, but to bring forward 
unfinished business and for the general information of the members present. 
(50-01 Art. 21(1A); 51-36(1); 67-16(2); 70-01(1A); 91-01(1)]. 


Amend Regulation 91-01(1) to read as follows: 


REG. 90-01. 1. The lodge shall meet at the time and place specified in its 
by-laws, or in the call for the communication; after it has been opened, if the 
communication is stated, the record of its proceedings at the last stated and all 
intervening communications shall be read, the former to bring forward 
unfinished business, and all of them as information to the members present; 
provided the lodge has not ordered dispensing with the reading ofthe minutes 
а objection by any of its members present. [50-01(1); 51-36(1); 70- 
01(1A)]. 


Amend Regulation 97-02(30) to read as follows: 


30. To own or keep what is commonly known as a liquor saloon, or to 
attend bar in a liquor saloon. À liquor saloon is defined under this section as a 


place where the main business is the sale of intoxicating liquors to be 
consumed on the premises; provided, it shall not be considered a Masonic 
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Offense to operate a dining facility pursuant to the laws of the State of North 
Carolina where spirituous or intoxicating liquors are sold in strict conformity 
with the laws of the State of North Carolina. Penalty: expulsion. 

There have been several proposed amendments to THE CODE received 
by the Code Commission prior to this Annual Communication which were not 
offered by a member of this Grand Lodge. The Code Commission feels that it is 
only authorized to receive, consider and present a proposal to change THE 
CODE that has been duly proposed by amember of the Grand Lodge asset out 
in Section 3-01 of THE CODE.

Freemasonry has always been, and now is, blessed with a large number of 
outstanding members, distinct personalities who create for themselves a wide 
circle of friendships and whose memories will linger long with useven though 
they, themselves, have departed to eternal shores. These are the men who have 
made indelible impressions upon their friends and brothers, who have lived 
lives of usefulness, making a substantial contribution to the organizations of 
which they were a part. Then, because The Supreme Architect of the Universe 
felt the need of the presence in Heaven of another wholesome character, He 
had called him to his home above. 
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ARNOLD JACKSON KOONCE, SR. 
Born August 13, 1901 Died December 4, 1978 


Grand Master 1966 
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Thus it was with the life of Arnold Jackson Koonce, Sr., a kind and sincere 
friend to everyone who knew him, a man honored and respected and loved by 
those who appreciated his ability and his devotion to the Fraternity, a devoted 
аше father. He passed away on December 4, 1978 after а long and 
useful life. 


He was a man with a kindly disposition, a genial personality, a great 
desire for fellowship and certainly one of the most erudite Masons in North 
Carolina. He loved to meet and to mingle with Masonic brethren. Probably he 
was never so happy as when he was in their presence. 


Most Worshipful Brother Koonce was born in High Point, North Carolina 
on August 13, 1901, the son of the late Jackson D. and Louella Snider Koonce. 


He received his education in the schools of High Point, later attending and 
graduating from Brown's School of Embalming, Raleigh, North Carolina and 
upon his return to High Point he began to work with two local funeral homes. 
This was the business to which he was to devote his life and in 1931 he founded 
Koonce Funeral Home, Inc., and successfully operated this institution until its 
sale in 1965. He was recognized as an outstanding personality in his field, a 
man of keen business acumen whose ability let him be selected to serve as 
President of the North Carolina Funeral Directors Association. 


This enterprising young man had a keen desire to serve his fellowman and 
he found opportunities to give expression to this desire in several ways. He was: 
quite active in the Methodist Church in High Point and was called upon to 
serve as Chairman of the Board of Stewards and also as Superintendent of the 
Sunday School. He was devoted to his church and its activities and became 
President of the North Carolina Christian Endeavor Union and later served 
as a member of the North Carolina Annual Conference Board of Education. It 
is worthy of note that in 1939 he was selected as a delegate to the Uniting 
Conference of the Methodist Church. Those who. knew him well can well 
imagine his skill and ability as a Sunday School teacher and he served in this 
capacity for a number of years. His deep and abiding interest in religion and 
religious education led him to serve as a member of the Board of Trustees of 
High Point College for more than 20 years. 


He contributed in so many ways to the progress of his beloved city and all 
of these activities caused him to be called upon toserve as Mayor of High Point 
from 1943 until 1945. He later served on various civic committees concerned 
with local government. 


In this tribute to this fascinating personality we are primarily concerned 
with his Masonic career as a motivating factor in his good life. It was an 
interesting career which began in Numa F. Reid Lodge No. 344 in High Point 
where he was Initiated on September 15, 1947; Passed on October 6, 1947, and 
Raised on November 3, 1947. He served as Master of this lodge in 1952 and 
then extended his Masonic service as a District Deputy Grand Master of the 
old 22nd Masonic District from April 1953 until April 1956. He saw the need 
of extending the influenceof Masonry in High Point and accordingly helped to 
form Hiram Lodge No. 716 in that city, becoming a charter member of that 
lodge on December 2, 1958 and then becamethe first Master of this lodge upon 
its Constitution in 1959. 


He went on to receive the degrees of the Scottish Rite on May 11, 1948 in 
the Valley of Greensboro, North Carolina and the York Rite in High Point. He 
became a member of Oasis Temple, Ancient Arabic Order Nobles of the 
Mystic Shrine, in Charlotte, North Carolina. 


He was active also in the Eastern Star and served as a Worthy Patron of 
High Point Chapter No. 106. He was also a member of the Red Cross of 
Constantine, with his membership in the St. John of Patmos Conclave No. 67. 
He likewise became a Rosicrucian with membership in the North Carolina 
College. 
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Subsequently, in 1960, when Most Worshipful Brother Harvey W. Smith 
was Grand Master he was appointed to the Grand Lodge Line, serving on the 
various Grand Lodge committees, actively and effectively, until in the city of 
Winston-Salem on April 20, 1966 at the 179th Annual Communication of the 
Grand Lodge, Arnold Jackson Koonce, Sr. was installed as the 113th Grand 
Master of Masons in North Carolina. 


Those of us who knew this good man well will recall with fascination his 
deep love for Masonry and his keen wisdom in the field of Masonic philosophy. 
He had a deep rich speaking voice and never failed to challenge the interest of 
his hearers. It is worthy of note that when he was Grand Master and attended 
the Grand Masters’ Conference in Washington City during the month of 
February that he was selected to serve as Chaplain of the Conference. The 
very first prayer that he uttered completely captivated his audience with its 
deep inspirational tone and appeal to The Supreme Architect. His prayers 
throughout this Conference were most outstanding and elicited the favorable 
comments of all of those who were in attendance at that time. 


But perhaps his outstanding achievement in his fascinating career came 
on June 7, 1922 when he married Miss Nessie Smith who remained by hisside 
throughout his life. They had two children and became the proud 
grandparents of several grandchildren. We miss him and feel a keen sense of 
loss in his departure; but as we review his contributions we realize that his life 
has not been lived in vain and that our lives have been made richer because he 
lived and that his going has made the world poorer. 


Is it hard for us to believe that he is now a part of the life beyond? Is it too 
much to hope that in the Celestial Lodge above he is experiencing the joy and 
the thrill of seeing the designs upon the Trestleboard completed in all their 
intended perfection and, to the glory of God, doing the things that he had the 
urge to do and was not able to complete here? 

So we come, Brethren, to the place where it is faith and not sight and inthe 
light of this faith Freemasonry in North Carolina is the trustee of a priceless 
heritage which this good man has bequeathed us. In his memory, therefore, let 
us humbly but irrevocably resolve to build more perfectly the spiritual 
Temple of Freemasonry in the hearts of men. 

We are grateful that Arnold Jackson Koonce, Sr., is no longer in the 
embrace of pain and suffering, but is at peace in the Master's everlasting 
arms. We rejoice that suffering and pain can no longer be his portion. Аз he 
continued ceaselessly and courageously to fight the battle of life, may the 
remembrance of his courage be a source of courage to us, and as the coming 
days turn into the years, may the joys and sorrows which have been so mixed in 
his and our days together serve to deepen our lives in the service of 
Freemasonry. 

The recollection of the life of Arnold Jackson Koonce, Sr., now in 
possession of a more beautiful vision of the Celestial Lodge above helps us to 
emphasize this truth and make real this philosophy. 

"They walked the path the great have trod— 
The great in heart, the great in mind. 
“Who looked through Freemasonry to God, 
And looked through God to all mankind. 
“Learn more than sign or word or grip, 
Learn man’s and God's relationship.” 


Thank you Most Worshipful Brother Sam. 

Most of us are quite ignorant about death. We see the end of happy 
relationships—the end of physical life. Death is as much of the plan of the 
Grand Artificer of the Universe as is birth. We can be assured that God in all 
his beneficence and love for mankind is with us even unto the end of time. We 
must understand that life is made up of many things both physical and 
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spiritual. Our trust in God leads us to believe in the continuation of the 
spiritual life beyond the grave. 


We are here today to pay our respects and tribute to all of our departed 
brethren. This is by no means a final tribute. They have left their imprint on 
those with whom they have dealt throughout their lives. Some have had an 
opportunity to be of extensive service to their families, friends, community, 
and nation, while others have moved about in smaller circles. Without 
knowing it, they have been building memorials in the hearts and minds of 
their associates. To the families of our departed brethren, we extend our 
heartfelt sympathy. 


And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes; and there shall be 
no more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there beany more 
pain: for the former things are passed away (Revelation 21:4). 


Worshipful Brother Clyde G. McCarver, Grand Chaplain, will now close 
our memorial service with prayer.

ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 35) 


The Grand Master recognized and presented 
M..W.James G. Johnston, P.G.M., Grand Orator of the 
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Grand Lodge of North Carolina, who delivered the following 
oration: 
Most Worshipful Grand Master, My Distinguished Brethren and My Peers: 


In 1958 when I was Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina, oneof my 
first official duties was to constitute a Masonic Lodge in theeastern partofthe 
state. It was when Matt Dillon, Miss Kitty and Doc had just comeon the tube in 
the popular Gunsmoke series, and at the very outset I observed that it was 
likely that many of those present would prefer to be at home watching TV than 
to be listening to the Grand Master. That utterance brought forth the loudest, 
longest, most tumultuous round of applause I received during my entire year 
as Grand Master; hence, I learned early that brevity is the brightest jewel in 
the crown of any speaker. 


_ For the purpose, then, of this brief address I would, for a moment of 
reflection, take you back some 50 years when a very important meeting was 
held at the then fashionable Edgewater Beach Hotel overlooking Lake 
Michigan in Chicago. Attending this meeting were some of the world’s most 
respected and acknowledged men of industry, finance and government. 
Among those attending were: Charles M. Schwab, the president of the nation’s 
largest independent steel manufacturing company; Samuel Insull, the 
president of the nation’s largest operating public utility company: the 
president of the National City Bank of New York: Richard Whitney, the 
president of the New York Stock Exchange; Leon Fraser, the president of the 
Bank for International Settlements: Howard Hopson, the president of the 
nation’s largest gas company; Albert Fall, a member of the President’s 
Cabinet; Ivar Kreuger, the head of the world’s largest monopoly; Jesse 
Livermore, the biggest “Bear” in Wall Street: and Arthur Cutten, the greatest 
wheat speculator the world had ever known. Here were gathered a group of 
ten of the world’s most successful men of creative ability in industry and 
finance. 


They had climbed the ladder in their respective fields and had reached 
the top, but somewhere along the way something went awry; they had learned 
well the secret of success in their chosen fields of endeavor but they had not 
learned the secret of personal living. 


They lived in an era of affluence and degenerating morality, but let us 
pause for a moment to lament their fate. A relatively few years later Charles 
M. Schwab, of Bethlehem Steel, was bankrupt and lived on borrowed money 
for five years prior to his death; Samuel Insull died a fugitive from justice and 
penniless in a foreign land; Howard Hopson was insane; Arthur Cutten died 
abroad insolvent; Richard Whitney had been recently released from Sing 
Sing Prison; Albert Fall was pardoned from prison so that he could die at 
home; Jesse Livermore died a suicide; Ivar Kreuger, the Swedish Match King, 
committed suicide by jumping from an airplane over the Atlantic Ocean; and 
Leon Fraser also died at his own hands. 


The story of these men's lives has made a profound impression on me; I 
think of them often and speculateon what it was that was lacking in their lives 
that caused them to miss зо completely the secret of how to cope with life. 


These men of scientific, industrial and financial backgrounds lived as 
many men are living today, another period of affluence and world-wide moral 
degeneracy. One is reminded of Narcissus of Greek mythology who cared for 
nothing outside himself. Contrast this way of life to the philosophy of the 
immortal Albert Pike who left us with the impelling thought that "What we 
have done for ourselves alone dies with us; what we have done for others and 
the world remains and is immortal." 


Thus, there are two natures in men: the higher and the lower, the great 
and the mean, the noble and the ignoble, and men can and must by their own 
voluntary acts identify themselves with the oneor the other. Freemasonry isa 
continual effort to exalt the nobler natureover the ignoble, the spiritual over 
the material, the divine in man over the human in his nature. 
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No one can deny, in this day of moral degeneracy and a permissive society, 
that the world needs the steadying influence of those who have seen Masonic 
light. These are, indeed, explosive times in which we live; there are forces in 
the world that challenge all we hold dear; forces that would reshapeour times 
and deflate the sacredness of human dignity. It is a time when we need to 
evaluate our faith, our blessings, our aims. As a nation we need desperately to 
develop a philosophy that will not only keep us placid in the midst of confusion 
but hopeful in the midst of doubt, and to rededicate ourselves to those things 
that are worthwhile, true and enduring. 


Alas! Philosophical living has given way, and it continues to give way to 
the scientific and the material approach to life. Science is analytical; it takes 
things apart and examines them in detail. Philosophy is synthetic; it puts 
things together to discover relations, order and law. 


The result of experience, gathered and demonstrated by observation, and 
arranged іп orderly sequence so as to reveal thelaw of correct living constitute 
the philosophy of life, thus the science of ethics—in which the gentlemen of the 
Edgewater Beach Hotel were not trained—deduces from experience the 
essentials of morals, or right conduct, and the philosophy of lifearranges these 
basic principles of rational order or sequence to reveal the law of life. 


The science of ethics and the philosophy of life, as such, are hardly ever 
mentioned in a Masonic lodge, yet any just estimate and intelligent analysis of 
the ritual and work of the lodge reveal this science and this philosophy; these 
basic truths are there condensed, illustrated and dramatically presented and 
realized as nowhere else in the world today. The Ritual of Masonic initiation is 
thus curriculum of the School of Freemasonry. 


Perhaps few Masons analyze the work and realize this to be true, and 
never until they do so will they be in position fully to appreciate the rights and 
benefits of our fraternity. What is this philosophy of life as taught in the School 
of Freemasonry? 


I would answer that question in this manner: in the world outside the 
lodge, ethical instruction and moral education are largely the province of 
religion. Freemasonry is not a religion. It is & school of ethics. It does not 
repudiate any true principle of religion but gives to each and all recognized 
religions fraternal consideration. It confines its teachings to ethics and hence 
instills a true philosophy of life. It begins with a belief in God, the immortality 
of the soul, and the brotherhood of man, and once these great truths which are 
derived equally from all religions are accepted, it neither dogmatizes nor 
theologizes. It never persecutes, but confines itself strictly to the exercise of 
Masonic virtues—brotherly love, relief and truth. 


This philosophy of lifetaught in Freemasonry is notobscure and difficult; 
it is merely working out the Golden Rule, the realization of fraternity, or the 
universal and unqualified brotherhood of man—God's children, one and all. 


Thus, Freemasonry, through its teaching, first transforms and then 
transfigures. There have been those in every age who have experienced this 
transfiguration and become masters; they have exemplified and thereby 
revealed the true philosophy of life with which Freemasonry is in full accord. 

So I say to you that no greater school exists than that of Freemasonry. 
Enthusiastic study of its symbolisms and allegories will reveal the wonders of 
a beautiful philosophy of life and the good and the real life of man. 


It is lamentable then that the men of the Edgewater Beach Hotel—and 
thousands of others like them—could not have matriculated in the School of 
Freemasonry and through energetic membership in symbolic Masonry 
become outstanding advocates of the philosophy of life which has spared man 
and the world from chaos, and which would have, in all probability, spared 
those men and their families the grief imposed upon them by their realistic 
approach to life. 
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Now, I choose to close this short address witha quotation from the twelfth 
chapter of Ecclesiastes, the first eight verses of which the active Freemason 
knows well, for they are repeated frequently in Masonic Lodges. In part, they 
read, "Remember now thy Creator in the days of thy youth when the evil days 
come not and the years draw nigh when thou shalt say, ‘I have no pleasure in 


>” 


them’. 


You are well acquainted with the succeeding seven verses, and I shall not 
quote them. 


The less familiar eleventh through the fourteenth verses of this chapter 
twelve are the ones I would put before you. They are, as recorded in the King 
James Version of the Holy Scriptures, “The words of the wise are as goads, and 
as nails fastened by the masters of assemblies, which are given from one 
shepherd. And further, by these, my son, be admonished of making many 
books there is no end; and much study is a weariness of the flesh. Let us hear 
the conclusion of the whole matter; fear God, and keep his commandments: for 
this is the whole duty of man. For God shall bring every work into judgment, 
with every secret thing, whether it be good, or whether it be evil." 


Аз Freemasons, you know the answer to human ills and world problems. I 
challenge you to use that knowledge to the utmost in the government of your 
personal lives and in the national welfare. 


May God bless you all! 


REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER 
(Docket No. 36) 


M.:.W.-Jacob C. Goodman, Jr., Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina, delivered the following report, which was 
referred to the Board of General Purposes. (See Page 97, 
Docket No. 37 of these Proceedings for distribution of this 
report.) 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


It is indeed a privilege to welcome you to the 192nd Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons of North Carolina. It is my sincere hope that 
these proceedings will be both harmonious and productive. 

One year ago, when you elected me to the exalted office of 
Grand Master of Masons of North Carolina, I accepted with 
great humility, fully realizing the great responsibility I must 
bear during my term. That year has come to a close all too 
rapidly. I suppose that every Grand Master, upon assuming 
this office, is filled with great enthusiasm and many ideas 
which he is eager to try. I was no exception. And, like most of 
my predecessors, I am about to complete my term with much I 
had hoped to accomplish still left undone. - 

“Time is such a fickle thing, it seems to pause for our 
delight, and then with thrice the speed of light, we find that it 
has taken wings.” There has just not been enough time; and 
there never is enough time. 

Before this Annual Communication is ended, a successor 
will be elected and installed to carry on the business of the 
Grand Lodge. With his wisdom he may possibly bring to 
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fruition some of the things we have not finished. And this is as 
it should be, as no one individual can formulate a plan of any 
significance, sell it to over 72,000 Masons across our great 
state, and implement it in the short period of twelve months. 


Now for your consideration, I report to you on my 
stewardship in order that you may review the year past and 
lay plans for the future. The results of my efforts, the 
conditions I found, the decisions I made, orders I rendered, 
and the recommendations I made, are enumerated in the 
appropriate subdivision of this report hereinafter set forth. 


NECROLOGY 


The sands fall in the hourglass. Though we have seen many 
scientific and technical achievements during our lifetime, we 
have found no way to stay the hands of time. Since we met last 
in Annual Communication, the Supreme Architect has called 
several brethren to lay down the working tools of mortal life, 
and to answer the summons to service in the Celestial Lodge 
above. We are thankful for our association with them; and we 
commend their spirits to God who gave them. 


During the past calendar year, 1,412 of our brethren laid 
down the working tools of life in this Grand Jurisdiction and 
have been exalted to the Celestial Lodge above. 


AREA MEETINGS 


A decision was made that I not try to visit each of the 65 
Masonic Districts due to the expense and time involved. 
Instead, the Grand Secretary and I worked out a schedule for 
28 area meetings covering the entire state. Each of our 
District Deputy Grand Masters and lodges received the 
schedule and selected the date and place most convenient for 
them to attend. 


I then met with the District Deputy Grand Masters who 
assembled either in Greenville or Hickory and presented my 
program and together we worked out the details of the 
meetings. 


These area meetings were the highlight of my Masonic 
year. I was well pleased with the attendance and the 
enthusiasm of the brethren, regardless of which section of the 
state I visited. 


Attendance at these meetings ran from slightly less than 


100 in some of our remote areas to our record number of 300 at 
Winston-Salem. 


I salute the District Deputy Grand Masters and the officers 
and members of the lodges who arranged and hosted the 
meetings for the fine job they did in making them an 
outstanding success. My traveling companions and I always 
enjoyed the fine meals and hospitality we received. 
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R..W..Robert P. Dudley, Grand Secretary, did an 
outstanding job in presenting the current state of affairs of the 
Grand Lodge. He was assisted by W.:.Reynold S. Davenport, 
our assistant to the Grand Secretary, who always had his 
camera ready for “one more picture." I am also indebted to the 
administrators of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home and 
Oxford Orphanage for their support in attending these 
meetings and informing the Craft of the current status of these 
institutions. I am especially grateful for the support of 
W.:.Marvin D. Wilson, our Grand Tyler, who attended all of 
these meetings and all but one of the Emergent 
Communications of the Grand Lodge at his own expense. The 
single meeting he missed was due to the fact that he was 
already committed to attend another Masonic function. 


In addition to the area meetings, I accepted as many 
invitations to other Masonic-related functions as the length of 
my cabletow would permit. 


To my knowledge, no Grand Master has received more 
support and encouragement from our Brethren than I have in 
my travels across the state. I will always be indebted to those 
responsible members of the Craft about the state for their 
unselfish support and devotion to Masonry. 


CERTIFIED LECTURERS 


The Grand Lodge is indebted to Worshipful Brother Kolen 
Flack who is now serving as Grand Lecturer of the Grand 
Lodge. He has diligently performed his duties in this area and 
has also served on the Board of Custodians. To him and all our 
Certified Lecturers, we owe a debt of gratitude. 


COMMITTEE ON MASONIC EDUCATION 


Our Committee on Masonic Edueation, chaired by our 
Grand Marshal, Worshipful Brother I. Boyd Hopkins, has 
again performed an outstanding job in this area. Our Masonic 
Education program has been well received and has spread to 
other jurisdictions. I commend Brother Hopkins and the Área 
Education Coordinators for the outstanding service they have 
provided the Masons of our state.

Later on in our proceedings, I will announce my 
selections and make the presentations. 


OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


One of my most rewarding experiences as a Grand Lodge 
Officer has been that of serving on the Board of Directors of 
this fine institution for several years. As Grand Master, I have 
had the privilege of serving as Chairman of this Board. This 
most enlightening experience I will always cherish. The 
Masons of North Carolina can be proud of the contributions 
they make to Oxford Orphanage. I never cease to be amazed 
at the problems some of these youngsters have and how they 
are handled by our most capable Superintendent and his 
devoted staff. To our Superintendent, W.:.Brother Robert L. 
Winston, and his staff, the Masons of North Carolina are 
indebted. 


MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


The first phase of our construction program for individual 
townhouse apartments is near completion and we will be 
receiving applications very soon. Completion of the entire 
project will depend on how well we do financially with these 
units and the availability of adequate funds for future 
construction. 


Following the resignation last December of our 
Superintendent, Thomas A. Patterson, Worshipful Brother 
William K. Price was appointed by the Board of Directors to 
serve as interim superintendent until the position could be 
filled. The Rev. Harvey Johnson, a member of the Board, was 
appointed consultant to the Home in matters of 
administration and in the selection of a new Superintendent. 
A Search Committee was also appointed to receive 
applications and interview applicants. 
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On March 3, 1979, the Board of Directors voted 
unanimously to appoint Brother Thomas W. Cramer as 
Superintendent of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 
Brother Cramer is an ordained Methodist Minister with a 
background in accounting. For the past several years, he has 
operated a similar nursing care center in Cincinnati. The 
Board felt he was best qualifed for the position and we wish 
him well in his future endeavors. 


The entire membership of the Grand Lodge owes a great 
deal of gratitude to the Board of Directors of the Home for 
their dedication and loyalty during this difficult period. We 
are especially grateful to Worshipful Brother William K. 
Price who served so well and unselfishly as our interim 
superintendent. To this dedicated and devoted Mason, we will 
always be grateful. 


CONFERENCE OF GRAND MASTERS 


The Annual Conference of Grand Masters was held on 
February 18-21, 1979, at the famous Broadmoor Hotel in 
Colorado Springs. 


Forty-nine jurisdictions in the United States were 
represented as well as nine jurisdictions in Canada. 
Representatives were also present from Puerto Rico, Mexico, 
and several foreign countries. 


The Most Worshipful George F. Wright of New Mexico 
was elected Conference Chairman to succeed M.:.W.'.Robert 
C. Coley of Alabama. 


Representing North Carolina along with the Grand Master 
were R..W..William B. Bellois, R..W.:.Nelson B. Banks, 
M..W..James W. Brewer, M..W..Robert N. Bass, 
M.:.W.:.Robert L. Pugh and D.D.G.M. Johnny К. West. 


Several informative papers were presented and those 
attending were invited to participate in workshops of their 
choice. 


LODGES CONSTITUTED 


I had the privilege of constituting Masters Lodge No. 754 
on April 19, 1978. This lodge was instituted on November 17, 
1977, by M.:.W.:.Brother J. Earl Watson, Grand Master. This 
is an enthusiastic and hard-working group of Masons at 
Raleigh, and it was a thrilling experience to participate inthe 
presentation of their charter. 


LODGES INSTITUTED 
I had the privilege of instituting Clemmons Lodge in 
Clemmons, North Carolina, on November 3, 1978. I am 
pleased with the enthusiasm this new lodge has shown. 
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EMERGENT COMMUNICATIONS 


During the past year, we have held nine Emergent 
Communications of the Grand Lodge. Three of these 
Emergent Communications were for the purpose of laying 
cornerstones (two for new Masonic Temples and one for the 
new Scottish Rite Temple in Charlotte); four for the purpose of 
dedicating new Masonic Temples; one for the purpose of 
setting in place a plaque; and one for the purpose of conducting 
Masonic Graveside Services. 


OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 1 


I have before me your request for an official opinion in regard to 
Regulation 97-02(30) of THE CODE. 


The state legislature recently enacted a “liquor by the drink act,” and itis 
my understanding that those municipalities and counties that now have ABC 
Stores, will have the opportunity to vote whether or not they wish to sell liquor 
by the drink. I also understand that regulations are being worked out 
controlling the legal sale of liquor by the drink. 


It is my official opinion that any Mason owning, operating or employed in 
such establishment would not be in violation of Regulation 97-02(30); provided 
that said establishment is operating pursuant to the laws of the State of North 
Carolina and the United States of America.

ORDER NO. 1 


Several months ago I appointed a committee consisting of Most 
Worshipful Brother William L. Mills, Jr., Most Worshipful Brother J. Earl 
Watson, and Most Worshipful Brother William W. Mims, Jr., to investigate 
the accusations made in an “Official Appeal” sent to me by members of this 
lodge. I sincerely apologize for having taken so long in making a decision 
based on this investigation. Unfortunately, Brother Mills has been 
hospitalized in serious condition for well over two months, which prevented 
the committee's report and recommendations being forwarded to me. 


I have studied the transcript of the investigation, and I commend 
Worshipful Brother Henry A. Lowery, District Deputy Grand Master, and 
Worshipful Brother Ronnie L. Johnson, Master, for the way and manner in 
which they attempted to conduct the affairs of Youngsville Lodge No. 377 
during the period of unrest. In view of the contents of the transcript and the 
recommendations of the committee, I hereby direct and order: 


1. Brother Ronnie L. Johnson, Master, shall immediately, upon receipt of 
this order, remove from office Brother Harold A. Strother, Senior 
Warden; Brother Bobby W. Whitlock, Junior Warden; Brother 
Dewarner E. Duke, Secretary; and Brother Robert L. Weatherford, 
Steward. 

2. I further order that Brother Harold A. Strother, Senior Warden; 
Brother Bobby W. Whitlock, Junior Warden; Brother Dewarner E. 
Duke, Secretary; and Brother Robert L. Weatherford, Steward; shall 
not be eligible to hold any office in Youngsville Lodge No. 377 for a 
period of five years from the date of their removal from office. 

I sincerely regret that this action is necessary but feel that it isin the best 

interest of Freemasonry in this Jurisdiction. 

This order shall be read at the first stated communication after its 

receipt, recorded in and made a part of the minutes.

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ORDER NO. 2 


I have considered your recent request in regard to raising the initiation 
fee for the 18 lodges in the concurrent jurisdiction in the Charlotte- 
Mecklenburg area. 


In view of the fact that an overwhelming majority of those lodges, sixteen 
of the eighteen, voted in favor of increasing the fees to $100.00, I, therefore, 
ORDER that you notify all eighteen lodges that the fees shall be increased to 
$100.00 as provided for in Regulation 72-06 of THE CODE, with an effective 
date to be determined by you. 


Given under my hand and seal at Charlotte, North Carolina, this the 
twenty-fifth day of January, A.D. 1979; A.L. 5978. 


ORDER NO. 3 


In conformity with the order which was approved at the last Annual 
Communication to reduce expenses, and until the Grand Lodge can act on the 
proposed amendment to provide for per diem and certain limitations, I hereby 
ORDER the following limitations be imposed during the 1979 Annual 
Communication: 


1. Grand Lodge Officers and Past Grand Masters shall not be paid for 
more than three (3) nights' lodging, plus mileage and meals. 

2. Boards, Committees and Commissions that meet during the Annual 
Communication shall not be paid for more than two (2) nights' lodging, 
plus mileage and meals. 

3. Boards, Committees and Commissions that do not meet during the 
Annual Communication shall not be paid for more than one (1) night's 
lodging, plus mileage and meals. 


4. District Deputy Grand Masters, District Deputy Grand Lecturers, 
District Education Chairmen and Area Education Coordinators shall 
not be paid for more than one (1) night's lodging, plus mileage and 
meals. 


Given under my hand and seal at Charlotte, North Carolina, this 2nd day 
of February, 1979. 
ORDER NO. 4 


On January 4, 1979, Judson Cromwell Richardson, Jr. petitioned Cherry 
Point Lodge No. 688 for the degrees in Masonry. The petition was read and 
received by the lodge on January 4, 1979, and the petitioner was subsequently 
rejected on February 1, 1979, before the petition was sent to the Grand 
Secretary for checking and recording, and without certification by the Grand 
Secretary. 


The ballot taken on February 1, 1979 in which the petitioner was rejected 
is ILLEGAL and VOID because it violates the provisions of Regulation 73-13 
and 76-01, which require certification by the Grand Secretary before the 
ballot. 


Further, it appears from information given on Mr. Richardson's petition 
that Cherry Point Lodge No. 688 has no jurisdiction over this petitioner and 
should not have received his petition for the following reasons: 

1. The petitioner states that he actually resides at "202 West Palmer 

Drive, New Bern, N. C.," which is not within the jurisdiction of Cherry 
Point Lodge No. 688. 

2. The petitioner states that he has not resided within the state of North 
Carolina for the prescribed one year, and information given in answer 
to Question 3 on the petition substantiates this fact. 

Therefore, IT IS ORDERED that the petition and fee be returned 
immediately. The petitioner can present a new petition in regular form as if he 
had never petitioned, at such time as he is qualified as to residency within the 
state and the jurisdiction of a lodge.

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ONE STORY LODGE BUILDING 


I approved the request from Memorial Lodge No. 696 to 
erect a one story building on August 11, 1978. 


PHYSICAL DISABILITY 


Through the investigation of the District Deputy Grand 
Master, I found most petitioners presented no problem in 
receiving the degrees. I approved all physical disability 
petitions for reception by the lodges with the exception of one. 


DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 


Atthetimethis report was being prepared, I had issued the 
following dispensations: 


Eight dispensations were granted to fill lodge vacancies ereated by death 
or resignation. 


Five dispensations were granted to elect officers at a stated 
communieation other than the annual communication of the lodge. 


Five dispensations were granted for visitation with subordinate lodges in 
other Grand Jurisdictions. 


Three dispensations were granted to reballoton Petitions for the Degrees. 


Nine dispensations were granted to hold meetings other than at the 
regular meeting place. 


One dispensation was granted to hold meetings while the Charter was 
being refurbished and photographed. 


One dispensation was granted to hold communications in another Temple 
in that one lodge was destroyed by fire. 
GRAND LODGE OFFICE 


The Grand Master depends on the Grand Secretary and his 
staff to keep him informed of Masonic activities aboutthestate 
and often seeks their advice. 


It is difficult for me to find words to adequately express my 
appreciation for these services.

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Service be exemplified at least once each calendar year. Ritualistic work done 
in or by one lodge only shall not constitute a School of Instruction.

The budget for the year ending December 31, 1978, has been carefully 
examined and we are happy to report that the expenditures are in keeping 
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with our budget. An audit has been made for this budget period, and a copy 
will be included in this report. 


We have consulted with the Board of Directors of the North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation, Inc., and can report they have transferred to Oxford 
Orphanage and the Masonic and Eastern Star Home $48,000.00 each during 
the past calendar year. We recommend the income from the Foundation 
continue to be contributed directly to the Oxford Orphanage and the Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home. 


We recommend the Charity Fund pay to the Masonic and Eastern Stai 
Home and to the Oxford Orphanage the sum of $10,000.00 each. Should the 
amounts paid to each institution from the Foundation, the Grand Lodge 
General Fund, and the Charity Fund amount to less than $60,000.00, we 
recommend that the Charity Fund pay such additional amounts as may be 
necessary to insure the Institutions shall receive a combined total of not less 
than $60,000.00 each. 


In compliance with the recommendation of the Committee on Finance, 
which was adopted at the 1975 Annual Communication, we recommend that 
$11,000.00 be transferred from the Special Contingency Reserve Fund to the 
General Fund of the Grand Lodge. 


We recommend the Grand Master and the Committee on Finance review 
the General Fund authorizing the surplus funds, in their discretion, be 
transferred to the Grand Lodge Building Reserve Account and/or the 1987 
Grand Lodge Bicentennial Escrow Account. 


We recommend that The Code be amended at Regulation 25-05 to provide 
for the payment of per diem and mileage in lieu of actual expenses incurred in 
attending the Annual Communication. 


The Board of Publication has or will propose to the Grand Lodge that The 
North Carolina Mason be published on a bi-monthly basis to help curb the 
inflationary spiral. We recommend the adoption of their proposal. 


We recommend the Grand Master have authority, when he deems it 
advisable for the best interest of the Grand Lodge, to suspend the allotment 
made to any committee, activity or agency of the Grand Lodge. 


We recommend further that when it shall appear for the best interest of 
the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master be authorized to give written 
authorization for the budget to be exceeded by any department, agency or 
office to incur out-of-ordinary expenses not herein provided for, within 
availability of funds.

The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
Jurisprudence was read by M.:.W.:.Brother G. Dudley 
Humphrey, P.G.M. and the recommendation of the 
committee on each section was adopted. The report was then 
adopted as a whole: 

The the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence respectfully submits the 
following report. For convenient reference, we use the same subjects, titles 
and subdivisions of the address of the Grand Master as used by him, or the 


docket number as used in any report, or other document submitted for our 
consideration and action in all of our references to those matters and subjects. 


OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 1 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title for that the request for an Official 
Opinion is not governed by Regulation 97-02(30) of THE CODE for the reason 
as stated by the Grand Master that: "the State Legislature recently enacted a 
‘liquor by the drink act,’ and it is my understanding that those municipalities 
and counties that now have A.B.C. Stores, will have the opportunity to vote 
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whether or not they wish to sell liquor by the drink. I also understand that 
regulations are being worked out controlling the legal sale of liquor by the 
drink." (Adopted). 


ORDER NO. 1 


It appears to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence that the action 
taken by the Grand Master in Order No. 1 was in effect a judgment, rendered 
by him under the authority of Chapter 66. Regulation 98-29(10) requires the 
Grand Master to report his action to the Grand Secretary not less than 15 days 
before the next Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, and this 
judgment shall be referred to the Committee on Appeals as provided for in 
Chapter 106. АП of this has been done. We understand that this matter is 
being referred to the Committee on Appeals, which will make its report to the 
Grand Lodge. (Adopted). 


ORDER NO. 2 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Adopted). 


ORDER NO. 3 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Adopted). 


ORDER NO. 4 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Adopted). 


DISPENSATIONS GRANTED 


All of the dispensations reported as being granted were within the Grand 
Master's powers. (Adopted). 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


We have considered the following amendments to THE CODE as 
submitted by the Committee on Unfinished Business which were presented at 
the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge on April 18, 19, 1979, to be 
acted on at this Annual Communication, and also those which received 
unanimous approval at the morning session of the Grand Lodge held on April 
17, 1979: 


Amend Section 3-01 by adding a new subsection 7. to read as follows: 


7. The Area Education Coordinators of the several Masonic areas. 
(Rejected). 


Amend Section 3-01 by adding a new subsection 8. to read as follows: 


8. District Education Chairmen of the several Masonic Districts. 
(Rejected). 


Amend Regulation 21-01 to read as follows: 


REG. 21-01. The annual communication of the Grand Lodge for the 
transaction of business shall be convened in the City of Raleigh, North 
Carolina, at ten o'clock in the morning of the third Tuesday in April of 
each year unless otherwise ordered by a resolution adopted by a majority 
vote at the preceding annual communication, or as provided in THE 
CODE [16-03(24); 22-01(1B); 41-06(24B)]. (Approved). 


Amend Regulation 25-05 to read as follows: 


REG. 25-05. At each annual communication of the Grand Lodge, the 
Grand Treasurer shall tender each grand officer, past grand elective 
officer, District Deputy Grand Master and each District Deputy Grand 
Lecturer of the preceding Masonic year, and to each member of a board, 
commission or committee of the Grand Lodge, in attendance and serving 
as such, per diem and mileage incurred in attending that annual 
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communication; provided, however, that any brother who may attend in 
more than one category shall receive payment for only one of them. [18- 
01(7); 33-13; Chapter 25]. (Adopted). 


Amend Regulation 25-05 by adding new subdivisions 1, 2 and 3 to read as 
follows: 


1. The amount of per diem and mileage shall be determined by the 
Committee on Finance and approved by the Board of General Purposes 
prior to each annual communication. 


2. The following limitations shall be followed: 


А. Grand Lodge Officers and Past Grand Masters shall be paid per 
diem for no more than three days. 


B. Boards, Committees and Commissions that meet during the 
annual communication shall be paid per diem for no more than two 
days. 

C. Boards, Committees and Commissions that do not meet during the 
annual communication shall be paid per diem for no more than one 
day. 

D. District Deputy Grand Masters and District Deputy Grand 
Lecturers shall be paid per diem for no more than one day. 


3. Those attending the annual communication of the Grand Lodge who 
may be entitled to payment of their expenses shall have their statements 
approved by the Grand Master or by his representative designated for 
that purpose before presenting them to the Grand Treasurer for payment. 
(33-13). (Adopted). 


Amend Regulation 30-03 to read as follows: 


REG. 30-03. Each subordinate lodge shall be entitled to the loan and use of 
not more than ten copies of the Official Standard of the Work which shall 
be received by and accounted for as follows, one copy only, to each: the 
Master, the Senior Warden, the Junior Warden, the Senior Deacon, the 
Junior Deacon, and each of the two Stewards; the remaining three copies 
to be temporarily loaned by the lodge to its members interested in 
learning the Work. 


1. A lodge shall pay to the Grand Secretary the sum of $15.00 for the 
replacement of any copy of the Official Standard of the Work in its care 
that is lost or destroyed. The Grand Secretary shall replace without cost to 
the lodge any copy of the Official Standard of the Work in its care that has 
become too worn for use; provided, the worn copy must be returned tothe 
Grand Secretary. 


2. Any member in good standing of a subordinate lodge in this Grand 
Jurisdiction may purchase a copy of the Official Standard of the Work 
from the Grand Secretary upon the payment of the sum of $15.00. 
Replacement of such copies, for whatever cause, shall be atthe expense of 
the purchaser. 


3. A member who satisfactorily completes the examination for 
Certified Lecturer (Class A) shall be presented a copy of the Official 
Standard of the Work by the Board of Custodians. (Rejected). 


Amend Regulation 38-18 to read as follows: 


REG. 33-13. The actual and necessary expenses of the several boards, 
commissions and committees rendering service incurred by them in the 
performance of their duties shall be paid by the Grand Lodge, but not 
unless they are approved by the Grand Master or his representative 
designated for that purpose. No member of a board, commission or 
committee shall receive compensation for his services as such member 
except as provided by law, nor shall he receive expenses as such member, 
and in addition thereto receive per diem and mileage in any other 
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capacity for attendance at the Grand Lodge. [18-01(7); 25-05; 35-03; 
Chapter 25]. (Adopted). 


Amend Regulation 35-08(2.B.8) to read as follows: 


8. A brother who has not faithfully performed his duties in the current 
term of his appointment as District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall not be 
eligible to succeed himself; however, a brother who has served faithfully 
and performed his duties as District Deputy Grand Lecturer shall be 
eligible to succeed himself for two additional successive terms and may 
serve such additional terms thereafter as may be necessary and 
advisable, if approved by the Board of Custodians. (Adopted). 


Amend Regulation 38-01(2C) to read as follows: 


REG. 38-01(2) C. Subsequent to the election of officers of the Grand Lodge 
as provided in Chapter 18, and prior to the close of Grand Lodge, the 
Committee on Masonie Jurisprudence shall elect its Chairman from its 
membership. (This Regulation amended, effective 4-18-1979). (Adopted). 


Amend Regulation 38-02(2C) to read as follows: 


REG. 38-02(2) C. Subsequent to the election of officers of the Grand Lodge 
as provided in Chapter 13, and prior to the close of Grand Lodge, the 
Committee on Finance shall elect its Chairman from its membership. 
(This Regulation amended, effective 4-18-1979). (Adopted). 


Amend Regulation 49-03 by adding a new subdivision 21 to read as follows: 


The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence has rewritten the Regulation to 
read as follows: 


21. Nolodge shall authorize, sponsor, sanction, hold, conduct or permit to 
be held in the name of Masonry any meeting or gathering, for business, 
social or any other purpose where alcoholic beverages are permitted, 
served and/or consumed as a part of such meetings or gatherings. 
(Adopted). 


Amend Chapter 90 by adding Regulation 90-28 to read as follows: 


REG. 90-23. Memorial services may be conducted in lieu of a Masonic 
Burial for an eligible deceased brother at a funeral home, hall, church or 
other appropriate location upon request of the deceased or his survivors. 
The Masonic Memorial Service as formulated by the Grand Lodge 
Committee on Masonic Ceremonies as approved by the Grand Master 
shall be used. (Adopted). 


Amend Regulation 95-45 to read as follows: 


REG. 95-45. The design of the apron and jewel and emblem of a District , 
Education Chairman shall be as follows: (On motion, duly adopted, this 
amendment was ordered laid over until the Annual Communication of the . 
Grand Lodge in 1980). 


The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence recommends the adoption of 
the report in its totality.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


Amend Regulation 12-01(2) by adding subsection A to read as follows: 


REG. 12-01(2.A) No brother shall be eligible for appointment as a Grand 
Lodge Officer, except for the appointment of the Grand Tyler, who 
resides in the same city and/or county as a presently installed Grand 
Lodge Officer other than the Grand Treasurer and/or Grand Secretary.

Amend Regulation 35-08(2B4) to read as follows: 


4. To arrange for and conduct at least two Schools of Instruction each year 
in theritualistic work. Each lodge in the district shall actively participate 
in at least two Schools of Instruction each calendar year. It shall be the 
option of the District Deputy Grand Lecturer to schedule the work of each 
School of Instruction; provided, however, that all partsof the work setout 
in the Lecture Service be exemplified at least once each calendar year.

$100.00. [5-01(2); 24-01(2)]. 
Amend Regulation 45-04 to read as follows: 
REG. 45-04. The petitioners for a charter for a new lodge shall pay a fee of 
One Hundred Dollars before the Charter is issued. [5-01(3); 24-01(2)]. 
Amend Regulation 50-01 Article 21(1A) to read as follows: 
REG. 50-01(1). A. Reading of the minutes of the last stated and all 
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intervening communications, unless dispensed with by order of the lodge; 
provided, however, there is no objection by any of its members present. 
(51-36(1); 70-01(1A); 91-01(1)]. 


Amend Regulation 51-36(1) to read as follows: 


REG. 51-36. 1. Reading minutes: reading minutes of the last stated 
communication to bring forward unfinished business and intervening 
communications as information to the members; provided the lodge has 
not ordered dispensing with the reading of the minutes without objection 
by any of its members present. [51-01(1); 70-01(1A); 91-01(1)]. 


Amend Regulations 70-01(1A) to read as follows: 


REG. 70-01(1. A. The minutes of every communication, stated or 
emergent shall be read, corrected if necessary, and approved by the lodge 
before it is closed; and when so approved, they cannot be altered, 
expurgated, erased, obliterated, or defaced. Should it appear that an 
error had been made in the record, a resolution explaining, repealing, 
rescinding, or correcting the same may be made at a subsequent stated 
communication by a vote of the lodge which shall be entered as a 
transaction of the communication, and a marginal notation shall be made 
on the previous minutes.

30. To own or keep what is commonly known as a liquor saloon, or to 
attend bar in a liquor salon. A liquor saloon is defined under this section as 
a place where the main business is the sale of intoxicating liquors to be 
consumed on the premises; provided, it shall not be considered a Masonic 
Offense to operate a dining facility pursuant to the laws of the State of 
North Carolina where spirituous or intoxicating liquors are sold in strict 
conformity with the laws of the State of North Carolina. Penalty: 
expulsion.

ON FRATERNAL CORRESPONDENCE

The following report of the Committee on Fraternal 
Correspondence was read by M..W..Brother Charles A.

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


One year ago, upon recommendation of the Commission on Information 
for Recognition of the Conference of Grand Masters in North America, our 
Grand Lodge withdrew recognition of the Grand Orient of Italy because of 
some irregularities attributed to the then Grand Master Lino Salvini. 


The Commission on Information for Recognition now reports that Grand 
Master Salvini and his entire group of Officers were replaced in an election 
held on November 19, 1978, and that the new Grand Master and his Officers 
are completely independent from the influence of now Past Grand Master 
Salvini and his former Officers of the Grand Orient. We are also informed that 
the brothers who had been suspended arbitrarily and without due process by 
Grand Master Salvini have been restored to membership in the Grand Orient. 

Based on the foregoing, the Commission on Information for Recognition 
now recommends to the Grand Lodges of our Conference that recognition be 
granted where it has been withdrawn or suspended. Accordingly, I now 
recommend that we restore recognition to the Grand Orient of Italy, and move 
that this recommendation be adopted.

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4. APPEALS: 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 354: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Oak Grove Lodge No. 750, A. F. & A. M., in which the 
charges were dismissed by the Judge Advocate, and the complainant filed 
Notice of Appeal. After a careful study of the record in this case and 
considering the contention of the appellant, your Committee finds no ground 
for sustaining the appeal. We, therefore, recommend that the appeal be 
dismissed, and that action of the Judge Advocate in this case be affirmed by 
the Grand Lodge. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 322: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Manteo Lodge No. 521, A. F. & A. M., in which the accused 
was tried, adjudged guilty, and suspended from all the rights and privileges of 
Masonry for a period of one year as of March 30, 1978. The complainant filed 
Notice of Appeal too late for consideration by the Grand Lodge in 1978, 
contending that the punishment was not severe enough for the offense. А 
notice of appeal does not stay execution of judgment, and the accused was 
restored to membership in Manteo Lodge No. 521, А. F. & A. M. as of March 
30, 1979. With no reflection on the merits of the appeal, your Committee 
recommends that it be dismissed for the reason that to re-open the case would 
constitute double jeopardy to the brother. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 358: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of William G. Hill Lodge No. 218, A. F. & A. M., in which the 
accused was expelled on February 23, 1979, and filed notice of appeal. We 
carefully reviewed the record in this case, particularly directing our attention 
to the validity of theappointment of Trial Commissioners, the service of notice 
upon the accused, the competency and weight of the evidence presented at the 
trial, and the decision of the Commission, all in accordance with the 
Regulations of this Grand Lodge as contained in Chapters 98 to 106, inclusive, 
of THE CODE of 1948, as amended in 1977. We carefully considered the 
merits of argument presented at the hearing of this appeal. Your Committee 
reccmmends that the appeal in this case be dismissed, and that the judgment 
of the Trial Commission be affirmed by the Grand Lodge.

We carefully 
reviewed the record in this case, particularly directing our attention to the 
validity of the appointment of Trial Commissioners, the service of notice upon 
the accused, the competency and weight of the evidence presented at the trial, 
and the decision of the Commission, all in accordance with the Regulations of 
this Grand Lodge as contained in Chapters 98 to 106, inclusive, of THE CODE 
of 1948, as amended in 1977, and find no errors in trial procedure and form. 
After due consideration of the merits of argument presented at the hearing of 
this appeal, your Committee approves the decision of the Trial Commission, 
and recommends that the appeal be dismissed, and that the judgment of the 
Trial Commission be affirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


340: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of Mount Hermon Lodge No. 118, A. F. & A. M., in which the 
accused was suspended from all the rights and privileges of Masonry for a 
period of two years as of July 5, 1978, and filed notice of appeal. We carefully 
reviewed the record in this case, particularly directing our attention to the 
validity of the appointment of Trial Commissioners, the service of notices 
upon the accused, the competency and weight of the evidence presented at the 
trial, and the decision of the Commission, all in aecordance with the 
Regulations of this Grand Lodge as contained in Chapters 98 to 106, inclusive, 
of THE CODE of 1948, as amended in 1977, and find no error in trial 
procedure and form. After due consideration of the merits of argument 
presented at the hearing of this appeal, your Committee approves the decision 
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of the Trial Commission, and recommends that the appeal be dismissed, and 
that the judgment of the Trial Commission be affirmed by the Grand Lodge.

We carefully reviewed 
the record in this case, particularly directing our attention to the validity of 
the appointment of Trial Commissioners, the service of notices upon the 
accused, the competency and weight of the evidence presented at the trial, and 
the decision of the Commission, all in accordance with the Regulations of this 
Grand Lodge as contained in Chapters 98 to 106, inclusive, of THE CODE of 
1948, as amended in 1977, and find noerror in trial procedure and form. After 
due consideration of the merits of argument presented at the hearing of this 
appeal, your Committee approves the decision of the Trial Commission, and 
recommends that the appeal be dismissed, and that the judgment of the Trial 
Commission be affirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 349: In the matter of charges preferred against a 
Master Mason of John A. Nichols Lodge No. 650, A. F. & A. M., in which the 
accused was suspended from all the rights and privileges of Masonry for a 
period of two years as of July 5, 1978, and filed notice of appeal. We carefully 
reviewed the record in this сазе, particularly directing our attention to the 
validity of the appointment of Trial Commissioners, the service of notices 
upon the accused, the competency and weight of the evidence presented atthe 
trial, and the decision of the Commission, all in accordance with the 
Regulations of this Grand Lodge as contained in Chapters 98 to 106, inclusive, 
of THE CODE of 1948, as amended in 1977, and find no error in trial 
procedure and form. After due consideration of the merits of argument 
presented at the hearing of this appeal, your Committee approves the decision 
of the Trial Commission, and recommends that the appeal be dismissed, and 
that the judgment of the Trial Commission be affirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


APPEAL FROM ORDER OF THE GRAND MASTER: 


The appeal stems from an order of the Grand Master, under date of 
November 6, 1978, directing that the appellant, with three other officers of 
Youngsville Lodge No. 377, A. F. & A. M., beremoved from office, and not to 
be eligible to hold any office in Youngsville Lodge No. 377 for a period of five 
years from the date of their removal from office. After carefully considering 
the merits of all arguments presented at the hearing of this appeal, and a 
eareful examination and consideration of all documents laid before this 
Committee pertaining to the Grand Master's order, your Committee is of the 
opinion that the Grand Master duly and properly followed the procedure as 
prescribed in THE CODE of 1948, an amended in 1977, applicable to this 
matter, with particular attention to that set forth in Chapter 66-01, and in 
Chapter 98-29. We, therefore, recommend that the appeal be dismissed, and 
that the order of the Grand Master be approved by the Grand Lodge.

His engaging personality and his instant rapport with Masons from all 
walks of life have endeared him to our membership, and his attention to duty 
has marked him as a Mason worthy of his high office.

BROTHER WILLIAM BERNHARD BELLOIS 


Most Worshipful Sirs, my Brethren, Ladies and Friends. 
My congratulations to all of you who have just been installed. 
My hat is off to you, Most Worshipful Grand Master, Jake. 


Twenty-four years ago, I, just as frightened then as I am this afternoon, 
stood before the altar of St. John's Lodge Number One and committed myself 
to the principles and philosophy of Freemasonry. 


Little did I know then that I would ever kneel before another Masonic 
altar, and most certainly, I never thought of kneeling and standing as I have 
knelt and stood before you today. I stand here noton my own merits but rather 
on the opportunities which others have placed before me.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and ac- 
counts, old as well as new, shall be care- 
fully preserved under lock and key by the 
Secretary as safely as possible from the 
hazards of fire, water, loss, or mutilation. 

(3) Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be 
preserved by lodges in suitable bookcases 
and under charge of the lodge Secretary 
who shall be responsible for their proper 
keeping. They may be loaned to members 
who shall return them to the lodge at or 
before the next succeeding stated com- 
munication. 


Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction 
shall keep copies of the laws of the Grand 
Lodge for the inspection of its members. 
It is the duty of the Master to enforce 
strictly such laws in the lodge over which 
he pronaos. The published Proceedings 
of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on 
file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge, and except as 
otherwise provided, shall be evidence of 
other matters contained therein. (28-01;
